Baby Turtles 
Can Cause 
lilness 


Baby turtles being sold 
in Alabama are frequently 
infected or contaminated 
with salmonellae, Dr. GC, 
D, McLeod, Coffee County 
Health Officer, made this 
announcement recently asa 
result of a recent testing 
program conducted by the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health, 

Many types of warm and 
cold blooded animals are 
known to be infected with 
salmonella, Flies and ro~ 
dents are well known car- 
riers of the infection, Pet 
turtles have now been addec 
as sources of infection, 
Man may become infected 
when he comes into contact 
with the body discharges of 
infected animals, 

Diarrhea and abdominal 
cramps are the dominant 
Symptoms in salmonella 
infections. This is usually 
accompanied by vomiting 
and chills and fever. Acute 
Symptoms usually diminish 
rapidly, but complete re- 
covery may requirelOdays 
to several weeks,

chances of their becoming 
infected are greater, Chil- 
dren, as well as older 
adults with gastrointestinal 
disorders, are more sus- 
ceptible to salmonellosis;

generally more severe, 
Many require hospitaliza- 
tion and some, repeated 
periods of hospitalization, 

As in the case of all 
other diseases, prevention 
is the best cure, Dr. Mc- 
Leod warns all parents to 
avoid purchasing such tur- 
tles unless the retail dealer 
can show that his supply 
has been checked and certi- 
fied as being free fror 
salmonella infection, This 
is a precaution that all 
dealers should take in that 
they may be held legally 
responsible to the parents 
for endangering a child’s 
health, 

Persons or schools 
possessing pet turtles 
should observe the follow- 
ing precautions; 

Children should not be 
allowed to handle turtles 
or the water or pebbles 
in the turtle dish unless 
they are responsible 
enough to wash their hands 
following contact, 

Turtle water should not 
be emptied into the kitchen 
sink or allowed to con- 
taminate food preparation 
areas, 

A special container 
should be designated as the 
turtle dish and should be 
used for nothing else, 

Only one person who is 
careful to wash his hands 
should care for the turtle, 

Other household pets 
should be prevented from 
drinking from the turtle 
dish,

Coffee County Repre- 
sentative Drexel Cook was 
an active participant in the 
festivities surrounding the 
inauguration of Governor 
Lurleen B, Wallace. Cook 
rode in the parade with the 
Coffee County group and 
then looked at the rest of 
the parade from the ree 
viewing stands where he 
was the guest of Governor 
Wallace, 

The next day Repre- 
sentative Cook heard Gov- 
ernor Wallace’s address 
to the final meeting of the 
Legislative organizational 
session, The new Governor 
Outlined in general terms 
her program for the next 
administration, She 
announced that soon she 
will issue a call for a 
special session of the 
legislature to consider a 
revenue bond measure to 
finance Alabama’s highway 
construction and mainte- 
nance program, Mrs, 
Wallace said it was neces~ 
sary to ‘‘continue Ala- 
bama’s economic progress 
and in the interest of public 
safety,” 

Representative Cook, 
during the organizational 
session, was named to two 
important committees, He 
was chosen a member of 
the influential Ways and 
Means Committee and he 
was selected chairman of 
the State Administration 
Committee, 

The special session for 
highway financing will 
probably be called late in 
January or early in Febru- 
ary, according to Cook,

Talk”? editorials are the

He writes a weekly syn- 
dicated column, often used 
in this newspaper, which 
is run by more than 130 
newspapers, Tom Ander- 
son is unquestionably the 
most quoted editor in the 
South and the nation’s most 
quoted farm editor, 

Anderson has twice re-
